Ever  fire  c laachine  gan?  Probably  not. 


But  to  aost  of  us.  a machine  gun  bullet  is  pretty  much 
tops  in  striking  power. 

You  can  outdo  a machine  gun  bullet  if  you  want  to  - but 
only  if  you  want  to  live  dangerously  » and  briefly.  Be- 
cause it  will  almost  certainly  mean  your  death. 

Here's  how  you  do  it,  provided  you're  still  interested. 
Just  go  out  on  the  highway  in  your  car  - drive  at  30  mph 
on  the  wrong  side  of  the  road  until  you  hit  a second  car 
coming  at  you  at  30  mph.  This  should  be  a full  head-on 
collision.  If  you  weigh  150  pounds,  or  thereabouts,  when 
your  car  hits  the  other,  you'll  hit  your  windshield,  dash- 
board, and  steering  wheel  with  an  impact  of  about  65^  foot 
tons. 

A 30  calibre  machine  gun  bullet  hits  with  an  impact  of 
about  one  foot  ton. 

If  you  weigh  a bit  more  than  ISO  pounds,  you'll  not  have 
to  drive  as  fast. 

Of  course,  you  don' t have  to  involve  another  car  in 
your  little  expseriment.  You  can,  if  you  choose,  attain  the 
same  end  by  smacking  your  car  into  a wall  at  60  mph. 

Speed,  you  say?  No  - not  speed.  Speed  never  killed 
anyone.  Everyday,  test  pilots  are  surpassing  the  speed  of 
sound  - straining  toward  the  speed  of  light. 

SPEED  DOESN'T  KILL.  IMPACT  DOES 

But  speeding  is  o handy  dandy  way  to  make  sure  you  hove 
enough  impact.  That's  why  we  have  speed  laws  - and 

speed  limits.

Check  any  set  of  statistics.  You'll  come  bock  to  the 
some  old  story  every  time.  The  worst  accidents  hempen 
where  the  fewest  happen  • out  on  the  open  road. 

In  city  driving,  you  don't  usually  build  enough  momen* 
turn  to  provide  the  impact  necessary  to  kill  yourself. 
Oh,  don't  worry  - it  can  be  done  - but  generally  you 
don' t . 

Out  on  the  open  highwoy  where  hazards  are  fewer,  the 
percentage  of  fatal  accidents  is  invariably  greater. 

Why? 

Because  the  higher  speeds  let  more  people  turn  them- 
selves into  human  machine  gun  bullets. 

Let's  break  this  dova  in  terms  of  cold  statistics. 
It  has  been  estimated  that  if  you  are  goinq  between 
71-80  miles  per  hour  and  you  have  a collisioI^  you  have 
one  chance  in  two  of  being  killed.  That,  brother,  is 
impact  at  work! 
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%}eeding  is  like  playing  Russian  Roulette  with  a loaded 
machine  gun.  You  may  miss  having  an  accident  for  a long 
time.  But  when  you  do,  that  impact  will  get  you  every 
t ime .
